No 
chances were ever lost by the naval 
constructors in lightening the destroy- 
ers by removal of any fittings that 
they considered unnecessary." 


To illustrate: A flotilla of destroy- 


ers was dispatched from the Atlantic 
coast to the Philippines via San Juan, 
the Azores, the Mediterranean, the 
Suez canal, Indian ocean and the "West 
Indies. 
* It so happened that on one of these 
destroyers the commanding officer was 
E man weighing 230 pounds. His two 
assistants, both then ensigns, each 
weighed well over 200 pounds. Out of 
e half-dozen chief petty officers three 
of them were heavyweights, and in the 
rest of the crew were two others of 
the same avoirdupois. 


Upon arrival in the Philippines the 


weather was hot and sultry, the sun 
keeping the decks of the vessel warm, 
adding another torment.
